The 
tim e to stop it is before it begins. 
Until now, however, we 
have 
been, so to speak, providing hos­ 
pitals to take care of the victims 
instead of 
establishing 
q u ara n ­ 
tines to keep out the disease. We 
have been 
building 
engineering 
w orks to take care of the floods 
after they occur and have 
done 
practically nothing to prevent the 
floods from occuring or to reduce 
their height and 
destructiveness 
w’hen they do take place. 
Levees and 
other 
engineering 
w orks on the lower rivers 
are 
absolutely necessary, just as hos­ 
pitals are necessary. 
But a m il­ 
lion flood sufferers know 
today 
that such engineering w’orks are 
not enough. 
We are like a m an trying 
to 
work with only one 
arm.

arm we have not used is 
flood 
quarantine at the headw aters. 
It 
will take both arm s to 
do 
this 
job, and hard w ork at that. 
American Floods 
Increasingly Worse. 
The history of floods in 
A m ­ 
erica is proof positive that they 
are getting 
worse 
and 
worse. 
They arc worse not only because 
they are 
higher, 
but 
because 
th ere are m ore people to suffer 
and m ore property to be destroy­ 
ed. 
And the present flood is the 
worst of all. 
T here w ere floods in this coun­ 
try long before Columbus sailed 
the ocean blue.

The Blue Room is elliptical in 
shape and is considered

marble, 
and the floor is of oak. 
In this room the President

ceives foreign diplomats

The Red Room has a white en­ 
ameled wainscoting, wall cover­ 
ing and hangings of dark red silk 
damask, and an oak 
floor. 
The 
white marble mantel is a dupli­ 
cate of that in the Green Room, 
and the Aubusson rug is red., 
The room is used by the Presi­ 
dent’s wife for receiving guests 
by appointment. 
The State Dining Room is used 
for all large dinners and lunch­ 
eons, and ran 
seat 
comfortably 
one hundred 
guests. 
The 
walls 
from floor to ceiling are of panel­ 
ed and carved oak, and the win­ 
dow curtain* arc of green velvet. 
The ceiling, in stucco, is elabor­ 
ately 
decorated. 
The 
chimney 
piece is of stone, and the chande­ 
lier and wall branches are silver. 
The Private Dining Room has 
a vaulted ceiling, white enameled 
wainscoting, and walls paneled in 
plaster. 
The mantel is of marble, 
with a mirror over it copied from 
one belonging to the White House 
period.

James Madison and Mrs. Andrew

The oval room adjoining

Second and Third Floors 
These floors are devoted to the 
family and guests of the Presi­ 
dent. 
The second floor has seven 
bedrooms and baths, in addition 
to the library, 
the 
President’s 
study, and a wide hall extending 
the length of the building. 
The 
third floor has 
fourteen 
rooms 
and seven bathrooms, as well as 
a number of storage rooms. 
The White House was the first 
public building to be erected in 
Washington, 
the 
corner 
stone 
having been laid on October 13, 
1792, in the presence of 
a

tinguished company

and officials, which did not, how- j 
ever, include President Washing­ 
ton. 
The site was 
selected 
by I 
Major L’Enfant, the French en-|
